Horismen organized a duck 
hunting club in June, 1960. 

One Sunday, someone 
“montioned the current in- 
ternational erlsis and another 
man .said jokingly, well, if 
the Russlans Invade us, we 
ean come up here and fight 
as a guerrilla band.” 

That conversation led to a 
atudy of guerrilla warfare and 
poitics; the study concluded:
